Bt? statement of fact seldom carries as much weight 
as comparison. The human mind has to have a meas- 
uring stick, a comparison with something that it already 
knows, before it can properly assess something that is new 
to it. 

For years we have read of the growing totals of dead 
and injured in automobile accidents, but the full signifi- 
cance of the slaughter probably never came home to most 
of us until the Nationa] Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
told us the other day that more people had been killed by 
automobiles since the war ended than were American sol- 
diers during our participation in the greatest conflict of all} 
time. From January 1, 1919, to December 31, 1926, there 
were killed by automobiles in this country a total of 137,017 
persons. Our soldier dead in the war ibered 120,050. 

Twenty-six per cent. of the fatalities involved children 
under 15 years of age.
